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LaFollette To 
Launch Free 
Speech Fight

. WASHINGTON, D. C.—Senator 
Robert M. La Follette's bill to strike 
out Section 3 of the Espionage act 
will reopen the whole question - «f 
free speech under federal 
enact- 


ment, according to senate leaders 
who are informed concerning the re- 
publican profrram for the 
present 


session and the special session Pres- 
ident-elect Harding is expected to 
call after March 4. 


Senator La Follette introdnced the 


bill last Wednesday as his first of- 
ficial act of the session. 
Introduc- 


tion of the bill created a noticeable 
?tir in the senate where the dom- 
inant group is known to favor re- 
taining the espionage law as a per- 
manent statute, to be applied auto- 
matically in the event of 
-war or 


threat of war in the future. 


The La Follette bill provides sim- 


ply that Section 3, under -which hun- 
dreds of citizens of Wisconsin and 
other states were prosecuted for al- 
leged disloyal utterances during the 
war, be repealed. 


Senator La Toilette has 
served 


notice that he will introduce anoth- 
er bill for the repeal of Title XII, 
which gives the postmaster general 
broad powers in barring publications 
from the mails. The'Wisconsin sen- 
ator believes he can get more votes 
for each measure by keeping the two 
bills separate. 


The La Foilette bill was referred 


to the senate committee on Jndiei- 
>iry which is controlled, by senators 
who favored the espionage law and 
refused to report out:favorably sim- 
ilar repeal bills presented at.the last 
session. The same" committee re- 
ported' out favorably 
the 
drastic 


sedition bill, which applied to "sedi- 
tious utterances" in time of peace 
and passed the senate, failing of 
adoption in the house. Senator Ster- 
Sngris"himself' srntertiber^ofr-' the 
committee and,. Joining hands with 
Senators Nelson, Dillingham, Bran- 
degee, .Cummins, Colt, Fall, and oth- 
ers who voted for the espionage leg- 
islation can prevent the La Follette 
measure from being considered by 
•the senate. 
' Senator La Follette will take the 
floor to attack the espionage law 
soon after the 
holidays. France, 


Borah,' Gronna and other progres- 
sive senator's are on record against 
continuing the law in force and they 
will support the position of La Fol- 
lette in debate. 


The practical operation of 
the 


espionage legislation was 
brought 


sharply to 'the attention of congress 
when Attorney Henry Cochems, of 
Milwaukee and Seymour Stedwan 
appeared before the supreme court 
Thursday to argue for a change y*. 
venue in the trial of Victor Berger 
and the other socialist 
defendants 


before Judge Landis, 
' Several members of both branches 
of congress, including Senator Len- 
root, who voted for the bill, attend- 
ed the hearing and sat through the 
arguments. 
Cochems urged that a 


change of venue be granted on the 
ground that Judge Landis had shown 
bias against German-Americans in 
statements made from the 
bench' 


prior to the trial of the defendants. 
The court took the appeal under ad- 
visement.

homes and shot, one of them fatally. 
.. Two districts of Cork were swept 
by the flames. In the business sec- 
tion along St. Patricks street, from 
Cork to.Mayio*, hardly a/^iot.was- 
left unscathed. This was the shop-. 
ping center of Cork and boasted 
many prosperous stores. -An' area. 
of three.blocks.in another part 6f- 
the town was reduced to masses of 
debris.

City HalBIs Ruined 


It was not in this district, how- 


ever that the loss of the fire was 
centered. The magnificent city hali 
of Cork was also laid in ruins. The 
Carnegie Library was burned, and 
the corn exchange was at least par- 
tially destroyed.

bert Quay, lying along the southern. 
bank of the river, is a mass of deso- 
lation. 
Despatches reaching London to- 


day say that Cork was quiet and 
that orders had been given the regu- 
lar soldiers to shoot looters on sight., 
Damaged premises have been plun- 
dered , in some instances, it is said 
but the military is in absolute con- 
trol at present.

er and aviation base at Port An- 
geles, Washington, a submarine base 
at Los Angeles. In all, the report 
declared, projects that ultimately 
will reach a cost'of about $160,000,- 
000 are urgently needed for the Pa- 
cific coast proper.

GIVE WARNING 
ON CHILD LABOR 


Permits Needed for Clul- 


dren Working in Christ- 


mas Rush 


A warning has been issued by the 


industrial commission to merchants 
to be careful to observe the child 
labor law in taking on ertra help 
during the Christmas rush. The ex- 
tra force taken on is usually made 
up in large part of-school children 
working after school hours and on 
Saturdays. 
Many merchants 
are 


under the impression that no child 
labor permits are required for such 
work. •- 


This impression is entirely wrong, 


since under both the state and the 
federal laws child labor permits are 
required-for part time work as well 
as for full time. Al children under 
17 who are employed,by any mer- 
chant are iltagaly employed uness he 
has first secured a permit authoriz- 
ing their employment. 


Child labor permits are issued di- 


rectly by the industrial commission 
in Milwaukee. In all other parts 
of the state the commission has ap- 
pointed permit officers -who are usu- 
ally either the school superintendent, 
the director of the vocational school, 
or the county judge. Information 
upon who is the permit officer in any 
community will be furnished by the 
industrial commission. To secure a 
permit a child must present n litter 
from the prospective employer, stat- 
ing-the nature of the work, a rec- 
ommendation from the school prin- 
cipal, and documentary proof 
of 


age, which should be either a birth 
certificate or a baptismal certificate. 
Permits must also be secured for 
the ^employment of children under 17 
during the 
Christmas vacation.

Professor Dodd's Case 


His Removal From Chicago University Was Sought Because 


Some Did Not.Like His Views; Case Something 


Like That of Mr. Comings 


A 


GROUP of gentlemen have been seeking the removal of 
Prof. William E. Dodd, who for ten years has been a mem- 


ber of the history department of the University of Chicago. 
They want him removed because his interpretation of some his- 
toric events does not agree with THEIR opinions. 


Sometime ago Prof. Dodd said in a speech: "The European 


powers have sought a vindictive peace with Germany. In our 
civil war it was the same. The north, rich and powerful, would 
have a vindictive peace." 


Gentlemen belonging to an organization consisting of of- 


ficers of the civil war and their sons, not agreeing with this sen- 
timent, instead of replying to it and seeking to show its error 
said among themselves: 


'This man is saying things we do not agree with, 


let us see if we can not take his job away." 


This is the way some human minds operate. It is not a 


fine or high type of mind that works in that way, but rather an 
unenlightened mind, governed by passion and prejudice. It is 
the type of mind that in past times led to persecutions, banish- 
ment, imprisonment, the rack, the thumbscrew, and burning at 
the stake. These things having gone out of fashion, to a great 
extent, those who would LIKE TO USE THEM must content 
themselves with expressing their vindictiveness with lies and 
slander, and efforts to rob men of their jobs. 


Prof. Dodd's case was in some respects like that of Mr. 


Comings, except that when Prof. Dodd's enemies went to the 
university authorities with their complaint NOTHING HAP- 
PENED. 
President Judson told Professor Dodd's would-be 


ousters that the university had nothing to do with Professor 
Dodd's speeches outside his lecture room, and that the sort of 
thing they were attempting would make universities barren, in- 
tellectual wastes. 


There is a monument on the campus of Wisconsin Univer- 


sity, with an inscription which seems to express the idea which 
controls in Chicago University more than it does here in Wis-
